49 hours and 18 minutes when they 
set their plane "Cape Cod" down 
here after flying more than 5,000 
miles through storm and fog.

PASADENA, Calif.—The pro- 


posed 200-inch telescope, largest 
in the world, for the Mount Wilson 
astronomical observatoiy, has be- 
come the center of a competitive 
battle of "big business." it 
is 


learned here Various endowments 
totalling $10,000,000 are available 
for this and related scientific re- 
search. 


Three giants of the industrial 


world are ambitious to build the 
telescope, the General Electric, 
the Illinois Steel and the Pyrex 
Glass companies. 


The Thompson research labora- 


tories of the General Electric 
Company at Lynn, Mass., recently 
completed casting an experimental 
60 inch disk of pure sparkling 
quartz, according to word receiv- 
ed by Dr. John A. Anderson, 
chairman of the observatory coun- 
cil of Mount Wilson 
Dr Ander- 


son is in charge of preparatofy 
work for the telescope, which will 
be owned and operated under the 
direction of California Institute of 
Technology 


The cost of the quartz mirror, 


nearly 17 feet across, will run to 
more than a million dollars, it 
was estimated. This is because ' 
the quartz, which 
is mined in 


Maine, must be gone over almost j 
literally grain by grain by hanil I 
before perfect material obtained 
for the 30 tons it will take to 
manufacture the mirror. 
First 


rough estimates were that the 
mirror would cost less than half a 
million dollars. 


The quartz must be powdered 


and sprayed through a superheat- 
ed nose set into the mold. In the 
mold it takes months to cool the 
mirror slowly so it will not crack, 
as previous experimental mirrors 
have cracked. 


The Illinois Steel Company, a 


subsidiary of tne United States 
Steel Corporation, has perfected a 
new type of stainless steel, which 
it is said may rival quartz as a j 
superior material to the old style 
glass mirrors. 


Pyrex glass, similar to that 


used by housewives for baking 
dishes, is better than ordinary 
glass, Di Anderson explained, be- 
cause it will not 
be harmed by j 


the intense heat of the sun when!

He is now work- 
ing on still more refined instru- 
ments for this purpose. 


Strangely enough he has found, 


after many years of study, that 
one of the best ways to measuie 
star "seeing" is with no machin- 
ery at all He just takes an 
ordinary opera glass, holds one 
side steady to his left eye and 
juggles the other side in front of 
his right eye. 


The result is artificial "twink- 


ling" which gives a method of 
measuring the quality of the air
